Save 33 Refugees. 


A group 
of 
thirty-three refugees 


was rescued from amid a great waste 
of steaming lava at the foot: of the 
volcano of Sakura-Jima today. Their 
escape was little short of miraculous. 
\o living being remains so far as is 
known on the entire island of Sakura. 
The rescue was effected by a 'sboat's 


crew from the Japanese flag ship. As 
soon us the cruiser squadron arrived 
lipre crews were sent out to circle the 
island of Sakura, on which the vol- 
cano is situated, three mi^s out in the 
bay.

been entirely altered during the past 
week. 
The sailors did not risk' landing on 


account of the terrific heat and nox- 
ious gusses, but made a systematic 
scrutiny along shore.

Pealer Tried in Circuit Court 


After Years of Delay.
